The Administration already answered your question in December through City Council Budget questions and 
answers. The below is taken from the FYI memo dated December 6, 2012: 



1. Could revenue from the parking meters and parking garages be placed directly 
in the General Fund? 



Parking Meters 

Council could by ordinance permit revenue from the parking meters to be paid directly 
into the General Fund. Currently, a portion of the parking meter revenue is used for 
operations and maintenance in the Right of Way after expenses related to parking 
operations have been met. 



Parking Citation Fees 

The City generates fees from civil citations for parking violations. That revenue is paid 
directly into the General Fund. 



Off-Street Parking Facilities (Parking Garages & Surface Lots) 

Currently, revenue generated by the off-street parking facilities must be paid into Parking 
Facilities Fund 102, which is an enterprise fund. The revenue must remain in that parking 
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fund and is used to secure bonds and pay for expenses related to off-street parking 

facilities. 



If there is a franchise agreement, the payment associated with the off-street facilities may 
be used for general capital purposes.
